A Scone of Enthaslasma—Dolight Express- 
ed by Immense Crowd in Tho Basilica 
Over Election — Grief Sketch of 
|= the Onreer of the New Pepe— 

In Appearance Plus X. Is a 
Very Handsome Man. 


Rome, Aug. 5.—The conclave, after 
being. in sesston for four days, elect- 
ed Guiseppe Sarto, Patriarch of Ven- 
ice, as Pope to succeed Tao! XIII, 
and he now reigns at the Vatican 
and over the Catholic world as Pius 
X. Last night all Romo was {llum- 
{nated in hig honor. His olection 
and the assumption of his holy office 
were marked by a striking domons- 
tration and impressive ceremonies 
at tho Vatican. To-day the now 
Pope, clad tn all his full Pontificia! 
robes and with all the ritualistic cer- 
emony will receive the members of 
the diplomatic corps, the cardinals 
and the bishops, who will then offor 
official homage, this, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that twice yosterday the 
cardinals and many high officials of 
the Vatican’ went through a almilar 
ceremony. 

Coronation of Pins X. 

The date upon which the corona- 
tion of Pious X. will occur has not 
yet been officially decided, but the im- 
Pression prevails that it will tale 
Place Aug. 9. Although the election 
was over at 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning and was announced to tha 
world 45 minutes later, by the ap- 
Pearance of the new Pope, at tho 
window of St. Peter's, the conclave 
Was not formally dissolved until 
5.80 yesterday afternoon. ‘Tho card- 
finals then returned to thelr various 
e@partments {in Roms, with the excep- 
tion of Cardinals Oreglia ond Ram- 
Polla, who temporarily retain their 
oMcial suites in the Vatican, and 
Cardinal Herrero y Bspinosa, who 
4s too {ll to be moved for several 
days. It was to the sick cardinal 
that the new Pope paid his first visit 
alter being formally proclaimed Pon- 
if. Tho cardinals will remain in 
Rome for today’s ceremonies, and 
Should the coronation be fixed for 
next Sunday, they aro not likely to 
relurn to their respective homes dn- 
til after that ceremony.

Career of Pepe Pius X. 

Giuseppe Sarto was born in Rlesl, 
diocesa of ‘Mreviso, on Juno 2nd, 
1835, apd was created cardinal by. 
Leo XIE, at the consistory of Juna 
12th, 1893, receiying tho title of 
Saint Bornardo dello Terme. He is 
also patriarch of Venice since June, 
1893, and Bishop of Mantua. He 
belongs to the’ ecclesiastical congre- 
gations of bishops and regulars, sac- 
red rites, indulgences and sacred’ rel- 
ics. 

Cardinal Sarto enjoys great popu- 
larity {n big diocese, and is honored 
by all for his purlty, for the strict 
uprightness of his life, and for liberal 
ideas. He is a modost and agreeable 
man, highly cultivated, very kind- 
hearted, still strong and robust in 
spite of his 68 years. “He has never 
taken great part in the political and 
public life of the church, but divided 
his time between study and good 
works. Although most’ fafthful 
the Rey Sey he was prepenet 2 
tho King and Queen of It: in Ven- 
ico. He, may bo conafderent ‘among 
the more liberal members of tho Ital- 
ian Episcopate and Sacred Oollego. 
We is rather timid in expressing an 
opinion. It is said that Leo ‘im. 
always thought very highly of him, 
and sided with him on one occasion 
When Sarto disapproved of Rampol- 
la’s policy.

Early in April Popo Leo, In a con- 
versation with Wather Perosl, the 
Italian composer, said in speaking of 
Cardinal Sarto:

Winnipeg, Man., July 80. — The 
Wheat crop in the Northwest Terri- 
tories, and {ndeed all tha other cer- 
eals there, is esthmated to be in good 
condition, and to be the largest in 
the history of the country. Tho Ter- 
ritorfal Department of Agriculture 
has issued Bulletin ‘No. 8, conditiong 
being brought down to date, July, 
15. The report coyers the sixteem 
-districts into° which the agricultural 
belt is divided by the department. 

The total wheat crop {s estimated 
at 15,042,000 bushels. Last year’e 
was 13,956,850, and the next pre- 
vious 12,808,447. Before that ths 
crop was Inconsiderable. The total — 
wheat acreage is 727,998, that of the 
next previous years being 625,757, 
and 504,697 respectively. Tho yleld 
is Mghter than last year, but still a 
good one. Thea Calgary district ta 
Feported as having had’ perfect con- 
ditions all along, and another dig- 
trict {s ten days earlier. 


Ths oats acreage Is 865,719; ths : 


next largest being last year’s, 310,- 
867. The crop is estimated at 11,- 
803,000, the best yet; tho next ad 
est, that of 1901, belng 11,118, fe 

The barley figures are: Acreage, 
42,445; last year, 36,445. Crop, «

A. Twomey’s 
Pilgrimage to St. Anne de Beaupre, 
Quebec. ”Speviul trains are run over both 
the G@, TR, and ©, P. R., the fares being 
made wonderfully low—only $7.75 return 
from Lindsay. These excursions are be- 
coming more popular every year, and many 
people who have no personal interest in the 
object of the exoursion are availing them- 
selves of the privileges and pleasures {n- 
cluded in a week's outing to historic and 
far-famed Canadian scenes secured at a 
minimum cost, 

Being desirous of visiting Port Hope on 
the way we chose the G. T. R. route, se- 
curing our tickets and Pullman berths 
through Mr, Geo, Wilder, Lindesy’s popu- 
lar up town agent of the G. T. R. On 
Tuoaday, the 2let July, 1903, we took the 
regular train for Port Hope, which reaches 
that town at one o'clock, the special ex- 
cursion train coming over the main line an 
hour and a half later, giving us ample time 
to have dinner and do a little hand shak ing 
with old friends in this, ‘“‘the prettiest 
town in Canada.”

as anything elee, a welcome back by its 
respected citizens whenever he finds him- 
eclf within reach of their kind salutations. 

Half-past Two o’Clock 

found our party gathered upon the platform 
of the Junction station.

Sir Wilfrid Laurier Calls for the 
| Building of a New One. 


‘THE GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC. 


Will Wifake Canada Independent Com- 
( merolally — Constant Danger of the 
| Avrogating of the Bonding Priy- 

ilege Met—Fremier’s Appeal for 

Consideration of the Measure 
From National Standpoint. 


Ottawa, July 31.—The Primo Min- 
ister’s exposition yesterday afternoon 
of the policy by means of which Can- 
ada will secure o great transcontin- 
ental line, wholly in Canadian terri- 
tory, {s universally admitted to have 
been one of the finest speeches ever 
theard within the walls of Parliament, 
Sir Wilfrid was on his feet a little 
less than three hours, and during 
that time he spoke with an eloquence 
fand an earnestness that deeply stir- 
red every listener, and frequently 
moved his supporters to outbursts of 
cheers. Sir Wilirid showed little 
signs of fatigue at the end of his ex- 
haustive address, although the strain 
upon hig physical endurance must 
have been very great, more especial- 
ly in view of the excessive heat of 
the chamber. On the contrary, his 
voice Was as strong and well sus- 
tained at the termination as it was 
at the beginning of his splendid de- 
liverance. Hvery member was in his 
feat, and the public galleries were 
Tiled to overflowing. Scarcely a 
person, however, moved from his 
plage ior three hours, despite the tor- 
rid heat and the uncomfortable at- 
mospheric conditions. All Mstened 
With eager attention as, step by 
Step, the Premier unfolded the de- 
tails of the important project which 
will have such an immenso influence 
on the future well-being of Canada. 

A Line Urgently Needed. 


After a few preliminary remarks as 
to the nature of the measure which 
he was introducing, Sir Wilfrid 
dwelt for some time upon the de- 
mand for the new transcontinental 
line, terming it a political and com- 
mercial necesaity. He pictured the 
rapid settlement of the western 
Plains, and the urgency of a fresh 
outlet for the products of the west 
to the sea, 
Which should be Canada’s would fall 
into the hands of our competitors to 
the south. Next the Prime Minister 
addressed himself to the reasons for 
constructing a line from Moncton to 
Levis. He showed that there was no

ground for the argument that a new ‘ 


line would parallel the Intercolonial 
Railway, but that, on the contrary, 
it would be the shortest and best 
route to the sea and would open up 
territory which had long been with- 
out railway facilities. The short 
line through Muine was built with 
Government assistance in order to 
Satisfy popular agitation, but it did 
notymest the necessities of the case, 
the Macdonald Government 
pledged themselves to build a line 
through New Brunswick. A bill was 
‘ntroduced into the Senate, but was 
thrown out by that body. 
All-Canadinn Road. 

Sir Wilfrid pointed out, amidst 
cheers, that the new transcontinental 
line would render Canada indepen- 
dent of the bonding privileges, the 
withdrawal of which the United 
States has held suspended over the 
head of this country. Bvery foot of 
this new line would be on Canadian 
territory. Sir Wilfrid gave reasons 
why the Government could not oper- 
ate the new railway os a Govern- 
ment line, and painted a bright ple- 
tug of the part which it would play 
inPenabling Canada to successfully 
compete for the trade of the Orient. 
Be then devoted some minutes to 
meeting the objection that the route 
to be followed by the railway would 
be through a new and unbroken 
country. He quoted from tho reports 
of explorers and surveyors to show 
that the country and its resources 
had been well and truly described. 

Terms of the Agreemant. 

Upon coming to the agreement 
with the Grand Trunk Pacific the 
Prime Minister sprang a number of 
surprises upon the House, the prema- 
ture publication of which had been 
carefully guarded against. Minister- 
ial members cheered heartily the var- 
ious measures intended to protect 
and safeguard the interests of the 
country. 

The road will extend from Moncton 
to the Pacific Ocean, and will be 3,- 
800 milea long. Irom Moncton to 
Winnipeg the distance is estimated 
at 1,800 miles, and from Winnipeg 
to Port Simpson on the Pacific 
Ocean, 1,500 miles. 

The eastern section from Moncton 
to Winnipeg will be built by the 
Government and leased to the Grand 
Trunk Pacific for a period of 50 
years. 

‘or the first seven years, the com- 
pany gets tho lease free of rent, but 
will have to meet operating expens- 
en. 

‘The Net Earuings. 

During the next three years the 
company will require to give the 
Government tho net earnings, but if 
these should not be equal to three 
per cent. upon the cost of tho,scc- 
fion,the deficit is to be added to cap- 
{tal account. 

For the next forty years the Grand 
Trunk Pacific will have to pay three 
per cent. per annum to the Govern- 
meot upon the capital cost of this 
section, This portion of the line, 
that {s from Moncton to Winnipeg, 
will be buflt according to specifica- 
tions and standard to be approved 
by the Grand Trunk Pacific and the 
Government engineers jointly. 

A commission is to ba appointed 
by the Government who will super- 
vise the work. From Winnipeg to 
the Pacific Ocean the road will be 
constructed by the Grand Drunk Pa- 
cific within seven years. The Gov- 
ernment will guarantee 75 per cent. 
of tha cost of construction up to a 
maximum of $13,000 per iio on the 
vrairje division hetiween  Winniper 
and Hdmonton and of $30,000 por 
mile for the mountain division bo- 
tween Wdmonton aod tho Pacific 

A coast. The principal and interest of 
the bonds are to be guaranteed for 

{ty years. On tho completion of 
khe praicia division. the company 


Willommence paying Interest on tho 
guaranteed bonds, 
The Mountain Division. 

In regard to the mountain division 
tho company will not be called on to 
pay anything for the first seven 
years, but for the succeeding three 
years {t will have to pay the net re- 
celpts over worving expenses, and 
any deficit will be added to the cost, 
while for the romeining forty years 
the company will pay three per cent, 
per annum, 

Between Winnipeg and the Pacific 
the Government will take a first 
mortgage on the line as security for 
its guaranteo, and the Grand Trunk 
Railway of Canada will be called 
on to guarantee the bonda issued by 
the Grand Trunk Pacific for its pro- 
portion of the cost of that pection. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific agrees to 


place rolling stock of the value of 
$20,000,000 on the whole line, or 
$5,000,000 worth in use on the 


section between Moncton and Winni- 
peg. The Government will hold a 
lien as special security for the opera- 
tion of this particular section by the 


company. 
The Route. 


Quebeo will traverse the back coun- 
try of that province of Lake Abitti- 


bi, and proceed westward to Winni- 
peg. Until the region has attracted 
much population and the company 


will have been able to obtain profits 
the Government takes a mortgage on 
tho rolling stock in use, lest the com- 
pany, having built the paying por- 
tion of the route, between Winnipeg 
and the coast, should endeavor to 
throw the Moncton and Winnipeg 
section, with its uncertain future, 
upon the hands of the Government 
before the 50 years’ lease expires. 

ho Grand Trunk Paoific will have 
running powers over the Intercolon- 
jal Railway, and the Intercolontal 
and all other railways in Conada 
will have running privileges over the 
section of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
between Moncton and Winnipeg, sub- 
fect to the right and obligations of 
the lessees and the payment of pro- 
per compensation. 

Railway Commission and Rates. 

The Railway Commission, which is 
now being created by Parliament, 
will control the freight rates. The 
Government will have the right to 
appoint a director on the board of 
tho Grand Trunk Pacific. Unrouted 
export trade is to be carried in win- 
ter to its destination at St. John or 
Valifax through Canadian ports at 
rates no higher than would be charg- 
ed if it were sent by Portland, the 
winter port of the Grand Trunk, 
This is done to overcome the geo- 
graphical disadvantages of the situa- 
tion, In summer the route for enst- 
bound traffic from Manitoba by the 
great lakes to Georgian Bay ports, 


} and thence by rail to the ocean ves- 


sels at Montreal. The capital of the 


Grand Trunk Pacific is not to ex- 
ceed $45,000,000. 
The company is to {ssue interim 


bonds as construction progresses on 
the section between Winnipeg and the 
Pacific, such bonds to bo guaranteed 
by the Government and to be replac- 
ed by permanent Government bonds 
on the completion of the work, As 
far as practicable the rolling stock 
and equipment of the whole line are 
to be purchased in Canada, 

The Government is to give the 
company free of cost such lands as 
may be required for right of way, 
station grounds, etc., wherever it 
owns lands suitable for such pur- 
poses. The company shall build the 
section through the Rocky Moun- 
tains to the Paciflo coast concur- 
rently with the prairie section be- 
tween Winnipeg and Edmonton. It 
must deposit within 60 days $5,- 
000,000 in cash for securities, as o 
guarantee for the fulfilment of its 
covenants, under the contract. This 
money will be released at the final 
stage of construction between Winni- 
peg and the Pacific, The cost of the 
construction and equipment is esti- 
mated at $100,000,000. 

Worthy of Canuda. 


Sir Wilfrid concluded as follows: 


Sir, it is therefore, with a 
firm heart that I offer this 
scheme to friend and foc. It is with 


a firm heart that I present it to the 
Canadian people. (Cheers.) But I 
am well aware that it shall not be 
received everywhere with the same 
feelings. Iam well aware that it 
may scare the timid and frighten tho 
irresolute; but, sir, I claim that the 
only one who has in his bosom a 
Canadian heart will welcome it as a 
scheme worthy of this young nation, 
for whom a heavy task has no ter- 
rors, and which young nation has 
the strength to fuce grave duties and 
grave responsibilities.

Mr. Borden's Oriticism.

Cardinals All in Thelr Cells Ready 
for the Balloting. 


USELESSNESS OF GUESSES. 


Nesult Net Likely to Be Reached Boforo 
Two or Three Days, the Foretgo 
Cardinala Have Had No Time to 


Come to Any Agreomont—Like- 
linoed Js That on Itallan 
Will Bo the Choice. 


Rome, July 81.—The largest conclave 
in the history of the Catholic Church 
has now assembled in the Sistine Chapel 
fow the purpose of electing a successor 
to Leo XIM, Sixty-two cardinals, with 
over 200 clericals and lay attendants, 
gre, to all intents aud purposes, prison: 
era within the Vatican. One of thei, 
Cardinal Herrero y Hspinosa, Arch: 
bishop of Valencia, was prostrated Jm- 
mediately after entering the conclaye, 
and Ifes ill in his cell, 


Tomorrow morning the cardinals will 
enter upon the solemn duty of choosing 
Uhe new Pope by ballot, The general 
impression exists that within two or 
three days, possibly, tho not probably, 
towmorrow, a new Pope will have been 
chosen, But no matter how long a me 
may be wequired, the absolute seclu- 
Sion of the princes of the church from 
the outer world must, according to the 
church law, continue until a choice 1s 
made, 


Phe Likeliost Candidates. 


Prognostications as to who will wear 
the tara as Leo's successor haye litle 
Value, as even the cardinals who this 
evening entered thelr cells seemed to 
be without definite Ideay as to the 
issue, Cardinals Rampollu Serafino Yun- 
nutelli, Di Pietro, Gott! and Oreglia con- 
tinue to be most frequently mentioned 
as the Iikelfest candidates, but the mo- 


ment the name or one of 
them is-- mentioned a hundred 
reasons are supplied to show 


that he could not possibly be eected, 
So seldom huve the majority of the 
cardinals now here met each other, and 
so widely do they differ In nationality 
nd pensonality, that no organized move- 
ment in support of any one cardinal 
has thus far been practicable, nor, In 
fact, seriously attempted. This does 
not apply to the Italian cardinals, who, 
naturally, re well. acquainted with 
cach other. With thelr numerical 
strength the Itallans could, !f united, 
practically insure the election of a Pon- 
tif of thelr own choosing. It 1a the dis- 
union and rivalry among the Ttalian 
cardinals which, in fact, makes the 
question of Leo's successor sO open as 
to make one guess almost as good a3 
another, The rival claims of the lead- 
ing Italian cardinals, so freely ventilat- 
ed in the local press, are matters which 
fre all important im connection with the 
decision of the conclave, because it 18 
assumed as a foregone conclusion that 
the next occupant of the Holy See will 
be an Itallan. The forefgn cardinals 
havé shown no indication of opposition 
to this assumption, but however willing 
they may be to honor an Italian It ts 
belieyed that the serlous differences 
among the Italians themselves on mat- 
ters of political and religious opposition 
must be reconciled before one of them 
suitable to all sections can be elected. 
Cardinal Gibbons’ Dental. 


Before entering the conclave Car- 
dinnal Gibbons requested the Associat- 
ed Press to deny all interviews al- 
leged to have been given out by him 
while in Rome, and also all published 
accounts of conversatione he is alleged 
to have had with private indlyiduale, 
referring especially to the statements 
of the Italia yesterday to the effect 
that he had criticized the policy of 
Rampolla.

P.P., R. L. Joynt, MP.P., and Rk. 
R. Gamey, MP P., R. Johnston, M. 
P, for Cardwell, J. S. Mullen and TD. 
A. Hand of Soo; Dr. Berry, Provi- 
dence Bay; R, R, Melkessock and A. 
L. Derman, Geo. Young of Gore Bay, 
jand several others from the adjoin- 
ing townships. 

Messrs. Joynt and Johnston wero 
the frst speakers, and they devoted 
their attention to expressing the ad- 
miration they felt and which they 
were sure the people of the island felt 
for Mr, Gamey and the noble work 
he had accomplished. Mr. Johnston 
assured the audience that the Con- 
servatives at Ottawa were jn sympa- 
thy with Mr. Gamey’s efforts, and if 
it were not for their services being 
required at the capital by the Grand 
Trunk Pacific bill at lonst another 
halfdozen M.P.’s would have been 
present. 

Dr. Pyne and J. W. St. John after 
expressing thelr confidence in Mr.

DREADFULCALAMITY FEW DID MUCH WORK : 


More Than a Scos Killed in a 
Powder Ex Jlosion, 


SEVERAL BLOWN TO PIECES. 


Four Boys 200 Yards Away Milled by tho 
Torrible Foroe—Fifty, Persoun Were 

Injured—Fourtean Mousos Collap- 

Caught Wre— 


Burned to 


wed and Several 
—Threo Persons 
Death. 


Lowell, Maoss., July 80.— wo 
amall powder magazines in tho midst 
of tho houses of fifty mill operatives 
exploded yesterday with a frightful 
concussion, and the lives of moro 
than a score of persons were cut off 
and 50 others were jnjured. Half a 
dozen men who wero loading kegs of 
powder from one of tho magazines 
Were blown to pieces, four boys 200 
yards away wore killed by tho force 
of tho explos{on, and founteon {frame 
housosa within a radius of 400 yards 
collapsed as 
boards. Soven of these houses 
mediately caught fire and wero com- 
pletely consumed, At least threo 
persons were caught in tho ruins and 
burned to death, whilo soyen or eight 
others, who were rescued, died sub- 
soquently of tholr injuries. It is os- 
timated that seventy separato pieces 
of property, including those already 
mentioned, were destroyed, whilo the 
force of the explosion broke windows 
Within a radius of five or six miles, 
and its thunder was heard distinctly 
for more than 50 miles away. 

Qoourred Within Five Socends, 


The entiro catastrophe occurred 
Within five seconds, but in that timo 
the surrounding proporty was swept 
as if a smal) volcane had broken 
forth in its midst. 

Every house within 200 yards col- 
lapsed, trees wers blown down, the 
grass within a hundred yards mowed 
as if by a lawn-mower, while bricks 
from the two magazines were hurled 
far across the river and all over the 
neighborhood. 

For several minutes the air was 
filled with smoke and dust, through 
which penetrated the glare from al- 
ready burning houses. Those who sur- 
vived dragged thomselves to what 
seemed a place of safety, only to be 
recalled by tho shricks of the less 
fortunate. 

Four Boys Kil 


Two hundred yards from the se- 
cond magazine tho firemen camo 
across the bodies of four little boys, 
who evidently were just about to 
have a swim when killed. A fifth’ 
member of the party was in the riy- 
er when the oxplosion occurred and 
escaped injury. 

Apparently when the second maga- 
zine let go, its force was expended'in 
two directions, north and south. On 
the north it completely demolished 
the house of Wm. Riggs, about fifty 
yards away, fatally injuring Mrs. 
Riggs and badly injuring her little 
fon. 

On the other side of the magazine 
Was a grove of trees, through which 
the explosion tore a path 50 feet 
Wide for a distance of nearly 3800 
yards. he four little boys were 
caught in the centre of this path. 
The body of one of them was fright- 
fully mutilated, the head being com- 
pletely blown off. 

Powder Mill Blow Up. 

Baltimore, Md., July 30.—A  de- 
spatch from New Irreedom, Md., says 
the works of the Rockdale Powder 
Company at Hoffmansville, Balti- 
more County, blew up last night. It 
is reported that two persons wero 
Killed. Particulars are meagre. 


INDUSTRIAL DIVORCE. 


Dominion Steel and Coal Companies Have 
Dissolved—Tho Terms Aro Promisod 
For Next Weok. 


Montreal, Aug 1.—The Dominion 
Steel and Coal Companies have heen 
dissolyed. The cancellution of the 
leaso was voted to-day at the direc- 
tors’ meeting and the terms were 
promised in a circular to be isstied 
to the shareholders the first of the 
week. A leading director made the 
following semi-official explanation; 


“The separation of the two companies 
Will bo benéffcial to both. The chiet 
reason for the Steel Company giving 
up the lease is one of finance. It needs 
capital to complete its finishing mills 
which it could not obtain and at tha 
same time find the capital necessary 
to carry on the coal business, It has 
over $2,000,000 invested in the latter 
department,which will now. be released, 
and was besides committed to capital 
expenditure on the coal property, chief- 
ly in completing the great works ut 
Dominion No. 2, which will cost In all 
approximately $2,000,000 from its com> 
Taencement some three years ago to ‘ts 
completion at tha end of this year, This 
capital expenditure will bring them in 
aon ample return in the years to come, 
and {f the Steel Company were so sit 
uated financially that it could now take 
care of thesa expenditures and provide 
for the requirements for the completion 
of its own mills, separation would be 
neither advisable nor necessary. 

“The Coal Company, which {s finan- 
clally very strong, can develop the coal 
property without boing hampered for 
want of capital, and those interested 
in that company are naturally pleasad 
to resume the management of thelr own 
property and the undivided control of 
its assured earnings. 

“The Steel Company has thru this 
arrangement been able to make provi- 
sion for the completion of {ts plant by 
the érection of finishing mills which 
will turn out its’ product in a ready 
marketable form, with the adyantaga 
of government bounties for the preaent 
and a distinct hope of suitable tariff 
protection in the near future,”

Tho fact is, Sic Wilfrid aurier! in- 
sisted that if be a conditicin of the 
contract that the Grand Trunk’ jn- 
terest in the scheme should be para- 
mount, He realized the necessity’ of 
faving the full moral and material 
strenglh of so great and complex a 
business organization as ithe old 
Grand Trunk at the back of the nent 
enterprise was assuming such yast re- 
sponsibilities'to the country, To ac- 
complish this, he insisted that the 
Grand Trunk should subseribe for and 
hold during the term pf the lease the 
whole of the common stock of the G 
T.P.—$25,000,000 worth—and that jt 
should guaranice the gecemd mort- 
gage bonds of the new company, ito be 
issued to complete the destruction of 
the Western division. 

What those two clauses mean 
touching the respomsibility of the old 
Grand Trumk should be explained at 
some length, as it is impartamt that 
it should be fully understood that the 
new tramscontinental line igs nat the 
fchome of men prepared to abandon 
it if not found immediately profit- 
able, but a serious undertaking, in- 
volving the investment of millions of 
money by private capitalists and by 
the stockholders in the Grand 
Grand Tronk Railway Company— 
thus constituting that company the 
creator, and the G. @. P. the created. 
The capital stock of the new company 
is to be $45,000,000. of which $20,000,- 
000 is to be pteferred and $25,000,000 
commen.. The preferred will, it is 
expected, be disposed of at par, and 
the proceeds will be devated to the 
purchase of rolling stock, as required 
by the contract. The whole of the 
common stock, as stated, is to be tak- 
en by the old Grand Trunk, and the 
best reason for assuming that it will 
not be taken at a low rate ig that 
the necessities of the mew raad will 
compel it to realize largely from the 
salo of this stock. It is fmom this 
sounce that must come all {he money 
for operation, and all that may be re- 
quired for the construction of branch 
lines. The company will have nooth- 
or recourse. 1 

Then the old Grand Trunk is still 
further committed to the new enter- 
prise by the agreement (hat it shall 
guarantee the second mortgage bonds. 
The Government's guanantee extends 
to seyenty-five per. cent of the cost of 
the prairie and mountdin section — 
limited, however, toa maximum guar- 
antee of thirteen thousand dollars a 
mile on the prairie section, and of 
thinty thouSand dollars a mile on the 
mountain section. Wt is claimed that 
{his maximum will be far below 
seventy-five per cent of the total 
vost. In ctier words—the company 
| will have to raiso more than one-third 
of these sums to complete each mile, 
The Government’S guarantees on 500 
miles of mountain section is $15,000,- 
000; on 1,000 miles of prairie section 
it is $13,000,000—a total af $28,000,000, 
If this wete t represent seyenty- 
five per cent. of the cost, thetotal cost 
would be $37,333,333 and the old Grand 
Trunk would be called on to guaran- 
tee second montgage bonds to {he 
amount of $9,383,333. Bul it is, ag 
we haye said, claimed (hat this esti- 
mate is low. Zt is said, on behalf of 
the G.T.P., that the mountain work 
eannol be completed for less than 
$50,000 a mile, and tho prairie work 
for loss than $20,000 a milo, ~ This 
would imply a total outlay of $45,000,- 
000, of which but $28,000,000 could be 
raised under the Goyermment's guar- 
antee. 1 

iif this be a correct estimate, the J:- 
ability of the old Grand Trunk would 
be increased to $17,000,000 cn the gec- 
ond mortgage bands, and it will be the 
holder of $25,000,000 of common stock 
—a pretly good guarantee to the 
country of good behavior, The po- 
sition of ithe Govermment in relation 
to its guarantee af ‘the first mortgage 
bonds ig immeasunably strengthened 
by tho old Grand Trunk being guar 
antors of the second mortgage bonds 
to on amount, by irbove estimate, 
ranging from $9,333,333 {oa $17,000, ~ 
000. With so tremendous an interest 
at stake in the second mor{gage bonds

Up until a few weeks 
ago Lhe levels of Balsam, Cameron, 
and Sturgeon Lakes were high, but 
jmmonso quantities of water escaped

& ‘knowledge of the Apple busing 
is a yoitler of comparative inditfer- 
ence Ib does, boryever, seem \uite 
possible for intelligent growers to 
unite in co-operative agecciationsand 
secure ‘all the advantages that ac- 
crue ‘lo the capitalist, ag well ag 
those that come by packing in large 
quantities, These storehouses are 
not mecessarily expensive buildings, 
They should be frost proof, and large 
enough to accommodate the full crop 
of the patrons. It is not at all difi- 
cult to get plans that have worked 
woll in olher parts) of the country, 
Tho aim should be to secure as large 


‘a quantity of good stock as possible, 


to grado it uniformly, mank it honest- 
ly according to the requirement of 
thedfruit market act, and sell through 
any medium that may offer the great- 
ost advantages. There is not the 
slightest doubt that if such an associ- 


ation were formed im any of the fruit 
districts and sucha packing houge es- 
tablished, it would attract buyerg 
fron avery market, and the apples 
could be sold Tor spot cash. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that tho good 
busiuess, wen amovge the apple graw- 
erg wili take this into their sericus 
‘consideration. It is ‘not’ merely a 
kkoostion myhether their oywn' apples 
svill Joe. sold at the proper figure or 
oot, They should be, even! foritheir 
‘own cakes, deeply interested in the 
sale of their neighbore’ apples. A 
careful analysis of the conditions of 
the Krade will show that prices in 
fruit. especially are often Fadly de- 


pressed! for | the want of selling 
ability on the part of the small 
grewer.

WAS A TRUSTED EMPLOYE. 


How alLad of Sixteon Years, With No 
Record, Burglar- 
ized a Toronto Legal Firm—Was 
Expert in Mothod of Crooked 


Provious Oriminal 


Work—Monoy and Valuables 
Were Recovered. 


Toronto, Aug, 6.—Through a sky- 
light to the vault of Macdonald, 
Shepley & Middleton, the law firm 
at 28 Toronto Street, Sydney White, 
a 16-year-old office boy, gained ad- 
mittance and secured $8,396.12, 1t 
Was one of the most daringly plan- 
ned and executed robberies that has 
been committed in Toronto for a 
long while, On Friday night some 
time after 8 o'clock young White 
approached the offices from the rear, 
going by the Rice Lewis warehouse 
and the Victoria Hotel.

Ottawa, Aug. 6—The debate on 
the report of the Privileges and El- 
ections Committee on the Loy inves- 
tigation lasted until 10 o'clock last 
night, when the report was adopted 
by a majority of 65, the largest ma- 
jority of this Parliament. Mr. Loy, 
on entering the House, from which 
he had beon absent during the inves- 
tigation, was given an ovation by 
the Liberal members, The judges’ 
superannuation resolution occupied 
the balance of the day. The debate 
on the Grand Trunk Pacific resolu- 
tion was postponed at Mr. Bordén’s 
request until Tuesday next. 

The Beauharnols Caso: 


On the opening of the House yester- 
day afternoon the majority and min- 
ority reports of the Committee on 
Privileges and Plections on the Loy 
investigation were presented. 

Mr. Wada moved the adoption of 
the majority roport. 

Mr. Monk moved the acceptance by 
the House of the minor{ty report. 

At 10 o'clock a vote was taken on 
Mr, Monk's amendment, The amend- 
ment was lost on a vote of 105 to 
40. 

As soon as the result of the divis- 
jon Was announced, Mr. Loy entered 
the House and took his seat, amid 
tumultous Liberal applause. 

The Grand Trunk Paoiflo. 


The private bill, through which the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway seeks 
incorporation, was moved to a third 
reading. 

Mr. Fowler of Kings moved that 
the Grand Trunk be required to pay 
in cash, par value, for the twenty- 
five millions of stock which it under- 


takes to acquire from the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway. 
After considerable debate, the 


amendment was declared lost. 

Mr. Sam Hughes moved to exclude 
the company from Grayenhurst, This 
Was also voted down. r 

Mr. Kemp moved in amendment to 
Section 8 that a majority of the di- 
rectors on the Grand Trunk Pacific 
should be British subjects. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier accepted the 
amendment, but he asked that it be 
moved in connection with the reso- 
lutions. This proposal Mr. Kemp’ ac- 
cepted. 

Mr. Geo. Fowler of Kings moved 
an amendment providing for the con- 
struction of a branch line direct 
from Fredericton to St. John. He 
was defending his proposal when the 
hour for private bills expired. 

Judges’ Ketiring Allowance. 

The resolutions of the Minister of 
Justice to provide larger retiring 
allowances for judges were taken up. 
Mr. Vitzpatrick said he thought men 
who had seryed their country for 
thirty years were entitled to gener- 
ous consideration, especially in view 
of the small salaries paid to Cana- 
dian judges. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
painful spectacle to find sometimes 
judges compelled to remain on the 
bench though disabled by age or in- 
firmity because of their financial po- 
pition.

Seoures British Rights in Gunard 
Vessels in Case of War. 


THE STRINGENT PROVISIONS. 


Admiralty Will Have the Right to Hire 
or Purchase All or Any of the Gom- 
pany’s Ships Botwoen Liverpooland 
New York, Boston, the Medi- 
teorranean Ports and Havre— 

The New Vossols. 


London, Aug, 5—The agreement 
between tho Admiralty, the Board of 
Trade, the PostmasterGeneral and 
the Cunard Steamship Company, 
dated July 80, is assured in a Par- 
iamentary paper last overing. All 
the company’s steamships between 
Liverpool, New York, Boston, tho 
Mediterannean ports and Hayro, in= 
cluding the new steamships, which 
will havo a speed of 20 to 24 knots 
an hour, will be at the disposal of 
the Admiralty for hire or purchaso 
in the ovent of war. The vessels 
must be maintained under the Brit- 
ish flag and monaged witout any 
undue increase in freight charges or 
undue preference against British sub- 
jects. The masters, officers and en- 
Sineers of all the vossels must  al- 
Ways be British subjects and the 
Same Condition applies to three- 
fourths of the crew. 

The company is not allowed to sell 
any vessel whose speed is 17 knots 
and upwards without the consent of 

‘the Government. The’ company must 
maintain the gun mountings, etc., 
ready for use. For these concessions 
the Government agrees to subsidize 
the new vessels at $875,000 per year 

. each. The loan of $18,000,000 which 
Will bear interest at 23 per cent., 
and is’ to be repaid in 20 annual {n- 
stallments, will rank as tho first 
charge in the whole Cunard fleet, and 
will be secured by debentures. The 
agreement provides for a reduction 
in the subsidy for the new steam- 
ships in the case of thoir failure to 
attainva minimum speed of 23%

Colonial Secretary Makes an Allusion to 
the’ Impendim; ‘Great

London, July 80.—The House of 
Commons passed the Sugar Conven- 
tion Bill to jts second reading by a 
vote of 224 to 144.

It is only when we changed 
our policy ‘and suggested retaliation 
that we secured the abandonment of 
hounties. It was the object for 
which we had struggled so long and 
80 escaped a condition of things un- 
der which Germany and Ausiria 
would be able to regulate the price 
of sugar in Great Britain.”” 

Mr. Chamberlain did not touch di- 
rectly the fiscal question, but inci- 
dentally rérnarked: “‘We are on the 
evo of a great economic fight and it 
behooves 6yerybody to keep cool as 
Jong as possible and not turn an eco- 
nomic into’ a personal fight.” i 

Correspondence Made Public. 

London, July 30,—The Parliamen- 
tary correspondence on the South Af- 
rican labor question was issued yes- 
terday, Lord Milner, High Commis- 
sioner for South Africa, telegraphed 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain 
May 12, 1903, urging the employ- 
ment of 10,000 Indian coolies for 
work on the railways, the coolies to 
be forcibly repatriated at the end of 
their service.

WRECK NEAR CAMBRAY. 


—— 
FOURTEEN CARS OF CORN PILED 
UP IN A HEAP LAST FRIDAY, 


The Crew ofthe Bouble-Header Escaped 
—Cause of the Accident not yet 
Established. 

Another accident occurred  lagt 
Friday about 12 p.m. on the line te- 
tween Lindsay and Lorneyille Junc- 
tion, on the Midland division of the 
G.T.R., and as a result fourteen box 
cars loaded with corn were wrecked, 
and damage done to the track and 
property in the vicinity. The scene 
of the catastrophe this timeis at the 
géemapbore west of Cambray station, 
about three miles east of the spot 
“where the wreck occurred last Sept- 
ember, when Engineer Swanton and 
Fireman Falconer lost their lives. 

Last night's wreek, although it is 
nol known for a fact, is supposed to 
have been caused by the dropping 
down of part of the braking gear. It 
was a double-beader train in oharge 
of Conductor W, McCarty and Drivers 
Andrew Clegg and James Maybee, 
and was bound from Midland to Belle- 
ville. The train was made up of 
Uwenty-seven cars heavily loaded 
with corn, twelve of which are com- 
pletely destroyed and the other two 
badly damaged. The debris is piled 
high in the air im a &pacelof about 
two oar lengths, making a complete 
blockade of the track. Portunately 
the crew ¢scaped injury, as no person 
happened to be on top of the cars in- 
volved when the crash came, 

The Lindsny auxiliary train and 
crew were despatched to the scene of 
the disaster about an hour later, and 
immediately got ta work to clear the 
track, but it is not likely it will be 
cleared before to-night. The Cobo= 
conk train and all trains from Mid- 
land reached town to-day by way pf 
Blackwater Junction

When the $25,000 haye 
been spent and the average cost per. 
sq. foot of that porlion of the side- 
walks done by day labour is figured 
up, il will no doubt be found t hat it 
was equally satisfactory ta the peo- 
ple to have the work done by day Iq-

Wrom Chambers of 
merce of Empire. 


Montroal, Aug. 18.—It was @ bri 
llant assembly that confronted Lo: 
Strathcona whon ho convened tho 
fifth congross- of the Chambers of 
Commerce yesterday. Six hundred 
princes of trado from overy section 
of the Empire were thoro. It was 
the most representative gathering of 
commercial spirits ever witnessed in 
the Dominion, and a ravishing bit of 
color was contributed by the gallory 
of ladies. Tho United Kingdom, Aus- 
tralia, South Africa, India, the West 
Indios, New Zoaland and Canada were 
there In the person of her most pro- 
gressive merchants. . 

Upon Lord Strathcona's Teft sat 
Lord Brassey, president of tho con- 
gross, the representative of a family 
whose name has been identified with 
some of Canada’s big enterprises of 
shalf a contury ago, Adjoining was 
Licut.-Gen. BP, Winburn Laurie, C.B., 
M.P., of the London Chamber, a Ca- 


nedian, who has so long resided in 
London as to desire to seo tho co- 
lonfal Empire ruled by Downing 
street. 


Spreading out from beneath tho 
shiold and royal standard, beneath 
which they stood gathered tho dole- 
gates, all occupying numbered chairs. 
Would you havo an oecular demon- 
stration of tho world wido stretch of 
tho British Hmpire? Then feast your 
mind's eye upon tho spectacle of Sir 


LORD BRASSBY, K.0.B, 
Chairman of Congress. : 


Edward Buck, the genius of {far-off 
Cawnporo, rubbing olbows with tho 
venerable Hon. W. Ross of Halifax, 
Prof. W. R. Lang of London, sani- 
wiched in between delegates from 
Durban, Kimberley and other South 
African cities; Willis Raymond of 
New Zealand soated in the same soat 
with the commercial bodies from the 
West Indies; tho South Australian 
visitors crowding into the square de- 
voted to the citizens of the Empire 
from Aloxandria and other sections 
of the far removed Egypt: or the 
merchants of Victorfa and Vancouver 
contending for a little more room 
with the commercial bodies from New 
South Wales, Queensland and tho 
Barbadoes.

Lord Strathcona referred to the 
progress which had mado the discus- 
sion of Imporial proferential trade, 
io sald the proposal might involve 
Some rearrangomont of the fiscal pol- 
icy of the Uniled Kingdom, but he 
did not think it would necessitato 
any roturn to protection or result in 
the burden on tho shoulders of our 
fellow-citizens of Britain being in- 
crensed to any appreclable extent, if 
al all it would not bo protection in 
{ho way in which it was usually in- 
lerproted, but duties on a limited 
number of articles from countries 
outside the Mmpi 

Lord Limssoy. 

Tord Brass Who followed, said 
(herd was one primo object for thom 
all—that was to strengthen and con- 
solidate the Wmpire. » Lord Brassey 
is a finished speaker and knows how 
to secure tho best ocffect. Ho is tall, 
grey-boarded and of ruddy complex- 
fon. With the idea of saving timo, 
the subjects from one to sixteen wore 
referred to a committes, to be acted 
on to-day, with the hope of elimin- 
ating minor resolutions. 

Imporlal Defence. 

Tho discussion which followed was 
On Imperial defence. Geo. HB, Drum- 
mond of Montreal moved two resol- 
utfons, introduced by the Oanadian 
Manufacturora’ Association and the 
Montreal Board of Trade, favoring 
colon{al contributions to Tperial de-

After some discussion Col. Denison, 
moyed an amendment embodying tho 
principle of tho Montreal Board of 
‘rade's rosolution ond that of the 
Montreal District Chambre Do Com- 
merce, Which he said wos an embiem 
of tho unity of the two races as fol- 
lows: 

“Tt is resolved that this Congress 
hereby approve the principle that it 
horeby approve the princlple that it:

sonles to participate tn the coat ef

and to best achleve this end it {os 
moro desirablo and nocossary to di- 


vert as far as possible all of her 
ablo-bodled surplus population who 
will make useful citizons to the 
shores of her dominions across the

Tho resolution was adopted. 
Other Besolutions. 


Tho resolution touching the impor- 
tation of coolio Jabor from India 
was withdrawn without commont, 

The motion to urge tho Imperlal 
Govornment to request the French 
surtax charges to be abolished on 
shipments passing through E'rench 
territory was adopted. 

The resolution requesting the Im- 
perlal Governmont to grant the most 
favored nation clause to countries 
who had extended same to ths colon- 
fes was passod.

Chamberlain's Scheme, 


London, Aug. 18.—Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamborlain, replying to a re- 
quest for a short, definito statement 
of his fiscal proposals, has written 
as follows;

CLAIMS HUDSON BAY | COLLISION AT SEA. EMPIRE AS A UNIT. 


Expedition Sent Out to Take 
Formal! Possession. 


THE SOVEREIGNTY OF CANADA 


The Dominion Conteads That This Third 
Largest Sen in the World Is » Closed 

on Whose Biarine Wealth No _ 

Foreign Fisherman Mas » Right 


to Encroxch—Story Bent to 
Chicags. 
Chicago Aug. 17.—A dospatch 


from Ottawa to The Record-Herald 
says that mutters relating to Hud- 
gon Bay are beginning to attract 
much public attention in Canada, 
and are bound also to be fraught 
with considerable interest to the Am- 
erican peoplo in the néar future. Def- 
Inite action is now about to be tak- 
en by the Canadian Government to 
declare absolute sovereignty over tho 
third Jergost sea in the world. ho 
Dominion Government has asked 
Parliament for a grant of $150,000 
to cover the cost of an expedition 
which is about to leave for Hudson 
Bay. Tho purpose of this oxpendi- 
ture is ostensibly to gather data and 
acquire experimental knowledge as to 
the length of time the bay is open 
for navigation cach year, the possi- 
bilities of shipping the products of 
the west by that route, and for geo- 
logical research. Jt is Belloved that 
the Canadian Government proposes 
to assert its claims over this great 
body of water, which it contends is a 
closed sea, and upon the marine 
wealth of which no foreign fisherman 
has tho right to encroach. This claim 
will no doubt be resisted by the Un- 
{ted States, and another bone of con- 


tention, will be projected into tho 
arena of international politics. Am- 
erican fishermen, chicfly whalers at 


present, have for many years, with- 
out let or hindrance, almost exclus~ 
ively operated in the Hudson Bay 
waters with much profit, Thess wat- 
ers aro known to abound with fish of 
the first commercial value, exclusive 
of the whale, walrus, porpoise and 
seal. The principal result of the ox- 
pedition will be to drive out the Am- 
erican fishermen, The likelihood, 
therefore, of international complica- 
tions arising out of the Canadian 
claim to Hudson Bay as a closed sea 
may not bo very remote, particular- 
ly when it is stated to be the inten- 
tion of the Dominion authorities to 
establish a patrol fleet in these nor- 
thern waters to keep out poachers. It 
jis expected that the time to be occu5 
pied by the expedition in carrying 
out the objects of the present voyage 
will be between one and o hall to 
two years, and during that time al- 
so formal possession will be taken of 
certain islands north. ‘

Empire—The Proceedings at 


Montreal on Tussday, « 
meee ~ = : 

Montreal, Aug. 19.—The first prat- 
tical step in the direction of a rm 
vision of the fiscal policy of the Emr 
pire was taken yesterday, when the 
preferential trade resolution was re 
ported to the Congress of Chambers 
of Commerce. The historic debate | 
on the reciprocal commercial rela- 
tions opened ‘instantly and promises 
to continue for two days. The com- 
mittee’s report was unanimous, but 
many hours were required to reach 
the conclusion. There wera twelve’ 
sets of resolutions urging preferential 
trade relations within the Em- 
pire. Ten were from Canada and 
there was one each from the London ~ 
Chamber of Commence and the Man 
chester Chamber of Commerce. Thesg 
were crystallized by the committes 
into the following: y 

On Basls of Mutual Benefit. 

It is resolved, That in the opinion — 
of this congress the bonds of the 
British Empire should be materially, 
strengthened and a union of the var- 
ious parts of His Majesty’s dominion 
greatly consolidated by the adoption 
of a commercial policy based upom 
the principle of mutual benefit, where 
by each cofponent part of the Em- 
pire would receive a substantial ad 
vantage in trade as the result of th 
national relationship, due considera- 
tion being given to the fiscal need of 
component parts of the Empirg, 
That this congress urges upon is 
Majesty's Gavernment the appoint- 
ment by them of a special commis- 
sion composed of representatives of 
Great Britain and her colonies and 
India to consider the possfbilities of 
thus increasing and strengthening the 
trado relations between (the different 
parts of the Dmpire, and the en: 
facilities within the Empire and wit 
foreign countries. “

St. Catharines, Aug. 17—One of 
St. Catharines’ most enterprising cit= 
izens in the person of Lucius A. 
Oille, M.D, died Saturday morning: | 
at his late residence on Queen stcest 
at the age of 73 years, after an Hl 
hess of several months. The late D> 
Oille entered public life as a counci 
lor for St. Andrew's Ward in 1563, 
and’ was elected to the mayoralty in 
1878. He also was chosen wardsn of 
the County of Lincoln for one term 
He took an active part in the work 
of establishing the civic waterworks 
gystem, and was chairman of the 
Water Conimisston for a number of 
years.

Frequent attempts 
were made by heroic volunteers 
whom it was necessary to rescue 


half suffocated and carry away to the 
hospitals. 

At the station of Les Courennes 
the same scenes of death and despair, 
had been enacted. The accident oc- 
curred midway between the stations 
of Monilmontant and Wes Courcnnes, 
s0 that the work of salvage proceed- 
ed from both ends of the tunnel. In 
addition to the blinding smoke, the 
tunnel belched forth a terrific heat as 
one of the trains slowly burned with- 
in. 

Hew the Wreck Occured. 

Seyeral versions and reasons for 
the wreck have been given out. The 
most authentic, however, seems to be 
as follows: 

The electrical motor on a train 
from Porte Dauphine failed to act 
Properly, and the train waited at 
the station of Tes Courennes until 
the arrival of a second train which 
pushed the crippled train forward, 
making a total of sixteen coaches. 
The damaged dynamo set fire to the 
engine of tho first train, raising 

uantities of smoke. The electric 
lights on the trains went out, and 
this impeded the progress of tho 
trains toward Monilmontant. The ter- 
ror-stricken passengers tried to prope 
their way back to Les Courenner, 
and it is belioved many were shocked 
to death by tho electric current. 

A third train crashed into the fiery 
mass and added another crowd of 
panic-stricken passengers to those 
seeking an outlet. The officials were 
made aware of the disaster by the 
clouds of smoke rising from tho tun- 
nel. 

Those who got out were unable to 
give any information concerning 
those left behind, but told of stumb- 
ling over bodies all along the tracks.

Astonishing Immigration, 

The foreigners landing in the Unit- 
ed Statos during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30 last numbered 857,046, 
Never before did s0 many come in one 
The record year formerly was 
1882, when 788 immigrants were 
feceived. The significance of this in- 
flux lies not so much in the number 
as in the nationalities of the arrivals. 
In a word, the great majority of the 
pew comers, perhaps two-thirds 
might be generally classed as undesir- 
able, because they are not only ignor- 
ant, low-class and unskilled people, 
bat come from Southern Italy and 
Sicily, Austro-Hungary and Russian 
Poland. These are the folk jyho do 
not scatter, who form “colonies” in 
the gteat cities, preserving their own 
language and customs and learning 
nothing of ithe laws und spirit of the 
the land they have come tg live in, 
Comparigons are of use here.

NAVICATION ALL WINTER, 


The Growing Trado with the Northwest 
will bring This about — No Serious 
Difficulties Involved. 

(Collingwood Bulletin.) 

Tho town of Mort William hig re- 
commended to the Dominion Govern- 
ment that ice breakers ghould be 
placed on tho northern lakes to 
lenglhen the season of navigation, 

Mr. Geo. T. Marks ig working hard 
on this problem and hopey to gee 
the experiment made. m an inter- 
view he said that, three months 
could be added to the season by hay- 
ing powerful ice breaking steamerg 
built, which could either ferry the 
londed cava across’ Lake Superior, 
between Port Arthur and Batch- 
awana Bay, on Lake Superior, above 
Sault Ste, Marie, less than 250 miles, 
and take the rail again there. On 
iee-breaking sleamers could keep the 
ports at cilhor end open, and the 
pargocs could then, in summer 
time, be carried in ordinary steamers 
between these two points. Tt ig no 
simple proposition lo get an  inde- 
pendent connecting railway built 
from the east to Lake Superior, 

Positive proof of the feasibility of 

winter mavigution is furnished every 
year at the straits of | Mackinac, 
which connects Lake Huron and 
Michigan, and where the passage ig 
some ten or twelve miles wide. The 
car ferries St. Ignace and Ste. Marie 
ferry whole passenger and 
trains across ‘there daily, and it is 
seldom that there ig any delay tothe 
trains. Mackinac is as cold as it ig 
on Lake Superior, being in nearly the 
same latitade, and in addition tothe 
ico, which makes in the straits, drift 
ice accumulates there and jamg jn 
windrows until it is sometimes 
twenty to thirty feet thick. These 
steamers can make seven or eight 
miles an hour through mew ice three 
foot thick. When the first one way 
built she broke her passage in mid- 
winter mearly, all the way from De- 
troit to Mackinac, 300 miles, 
The “Ermack,” which the Russian 
Goyernment buile to keep the Baltic 
open, and the other  ice-breaking 
steamers Which connect the Trans- 
Siberian railway im places, were all 
designed after the Mackinac ice- 
breakers.

PERTY FROM BURNING BUILDING 


Hook and Ladder Wagon to be Taken 
to all Fires, 5 

A special meeting of the Police and 
Lighting committee was hold last evening 
at the request of Mayor Soctheran, Ald. 
Robinson was the only absentes, Mr, 
Harry Boll, Obief of the Fire Brigade, and 
Firen an Cotey, were in attendance, 

Ald. MoWatters, chairman of the Firo 
and Water comn.ittes, called attention to 
the absence of the hook and ladder wagon

foro couple. It often happoned that oo- 
oupants of adjacent houses refused to Jend 
their Inddors, foaring that they might be 
needed for tho protection of their own 
property. In addition to the Isddets, the 


axes, grab-bookse ond other tools carried 
were frequently needed,

Ottawa, Aug. 14,—Interest| in the

Hon. Clifford Sifton entered the iste 
yesterday, and in a magnificent 
Speech sustained his reputation as 
ene of the most brilliant debaters in 
tho House. Tho speech was of the 
argumentative type, and every sent- 
ence told, The Minister of the Inter- 
jor covered every phase of the ques- 
tion, and loft no point of importance 
untouched. He was on especially fa- 
toiliar ground when ho spoke of the 
needs of the west, its rapid develop- 
ment, the urgency of additional rail- 
Way facilities, and how thoroughly 
the present project would aid on the 
great work of development, 

Mr, Haggart, who followed, at- 
tacked the proposition to construct 
a line from Quebec to Moncton as 
being hurtful to the Intercolonial 
Railway. He could not well criticize 
the construction of a transcontinen- 
tal lino from Quebec to the coast, 
Seelng that earlier in the session he 
had advocated such a policy, and 
had even gone to the length of say- 
ing that if Government aid was 
granted to any company the Grand 
Trunk should be the one to benefit, 
This was well brought out by Mr. 
Emmerson, who was the next to 
take the floor. 

Mr, Hmmerson spoke felicitously for 
a@ time in defence of the proposed 
new railway into New Brunswick, 
and demonstrated how general was 
the demand for another transcontin- 
ental line.

would soon be removed, 

Definite instructions, he declared, 
had been given by the British Govy- 
einment, that the Chinese journal- 
ists at Shanghai should not be sur- 
rendered to Chinese justice, 

The Government was watching 
events in the Balkans, und would 
utilize every Opportunity of mitigat- 
{ing the troubles there. 

Lord Spencer further called atten- 
tion to the Government's agreement 
with the Cunard Steamship Com- 
pany, which was approved by the 
House of Commons, and moyed for a 
return of the statistics relating to 
previous subsidies,

grounds, It kept, he said, at least 
One of the great trans-Atlantic lines 
under British control, and it had not 
merely a naval, but a wider national 
aspect.

Oon- 
stantinople replied, ordering the en- 
rollment immediately of two thous- 
and exclusively Mussulman gendarmes 
for service in Salonica, showing that 
the insurrection is spreading east-

Ottawa, Aug, 14.—Two hours of 
hard fighting in the Railway Com- 
mittee yesterday defined tho issue in- 
| volved in the Toronto and Hamilton 
, Railway bill, That Issue 1s: Shall 
the municipalities surrender the con- 
trol over their highways that the B. 
N.A, act vested in them, or shall 
that control be transferred to the 
Dominion Parliament. 

A conference was held und amend- 
ments drafted late last night. Tho 
amendments which have been propos- 
ed and which will probably be ac- 
cepted, provide; 

(|) That the Toronto and Hamilton 
Railway shall build only one lite of 
railway into the Clty of Toronto, 

(2) Dhat the company shall not do 
any local business in the city. 

(8) ‘That it shall construct no branch 
lines, 

(4) That it shall be liable for rentals 
for the use of the city's etreets. 

(5) That the class of cars and rate 
of speed shall be subject to the con: 
trol of the Railway Commission. 

(8) That the company shall be Hable 
for all damages to property injuriously 
affected in addition to damages re- 
coverable under the Rallway Act. 

() That the suburban railways now 
operating under provincial charters 
shall continue under the jurisdiction of 
the province, notwithstanding thelr 
amalgamation with the Toronto and 
Hamilton Ratlway. 

The foregoing are the essential fea- 
tures of the amendments proposed in 
Consideration of the passage of the 
bill.

ONTARIO MUNICIPAL ASSOCIATION, 


Pas: 


Important Resolations and Elects 
its Officers. 


Guelph, Aug, 14,—Yesterday the 
Ontario Municipal Association passed 
@ number of unimportant resolutions, 
among which was one supporting the 
opposition to the passage of the 
Toronto and Hamilton bill at Otta- 
wa, and emphasizing the rights of 
municipalities to the contrel of their 
own streets. Another was passed to 
enable municipalities to expropriate 
phone companies already doing busi- 
ness within their borders, ~ 

After Mr. James Forman, Assistant 
Commissioner of Property for To- 
ronto, had delivered an address ex- 
Plaining the provisions and effect of 
the proposed new Assessment Act, 
the meeting passed a resolution 
thereanent, affirming that the bill 
should not be passed in its present 
form, but that, “in the event 
of the bill being passed by 
the Government, it be samend- 
ed to provide for the taxation, 
being (1) upon real property; (2) by a 
business tax similar to what is provided 
In the bill} but to be applied to all 
trades, businesses and professions, and 
that the rate be increased and graded 
No as to be equitable between retail 
and wholesale dealers; (3) by an 1n- 
come tax upon all persons, whether 
engaged in business or drawing samo 
Geom private or other sources, the 
taxation on the real property and in- 
come to be as fixed by each local 
municipality; (4) by a house tax, and 
that the proposed exemption thereon 
should be reduced, and the rate for 
determining fhe annual value increas- 
ed; (6) that this association oppose the 
appointment of a commission to assess 
the property of railway companies »nd 
companies holding franchises, believing. 
that this work can be done better by 
the locml assessor; and also to oppose 
the section of the bill dealing with (ax 
sales being conducted by the sheriff in- 
stead of by the treasurer as at pres: 
ent.

Drie, Pa., Aug. 15.—While o6 yet 
the authoritics at Washington have 
not been officially notified by Cap-~ 
tain Ohris Chau of the Silver Spray 
of his encounter with tho Canadian 
revenue cutter Petre), the affair has 
éreated intense excitement and feeling 
among the fishermen along the lake, 
and it {9 hard to say just whore the 
Matter ia going to end, Ohau him- 
self says he will go slowly in the 
prosecution of the case. He consulted 
with the collector of ports Thursday 
night and was advised to locate the 
exact spot of the ‘‘battle of Lake 
Erie,’ in so far as it refers to the 
boundary line, before reporting 
Washington. Opinion differs as 
whether the Silver Spray was 
‘American waters at the time the 
chase commenced, although Chau 
himself asserts that the Petrel fol- 
lowed him fully a mile within these 
waters before the firing and pursuit 
wore discontinued. Public sentiment 
as p whole is divided, and the trouble 
may die out unless some of the hot- 
headed fishermen, who ever since the 
seizure of the Kitty D. two weeks 
ego, have been increasing their hat— 
red toward the Canadian fishery pro- 
tective service, precipitate a serious 
international controversy. 

Antagonists Bound to Clash. 

It is openly stated that unless the 
United States Government takes 
some action to investigate the Silver 
Spray ocourrence and to have the 
Kitty D. and other recently confis- 
cated vessels restored, that a nasty 
clash between the antagonistic inter- 
ests is bound to occur, There is no 
doubt that several of the larger 
fishing boats will be fully armed here- 
after and a plot is ‘already formed 
to capture the Petrel and hold her 
commander in the near future. Some 
of the bold enthusiasts are advocat- 
ing an immediate attack, by night 
on the Petrel, and it may be difficult 
to restrain some of the adventurous 
spirits ready for a fracas with the 
Canucks. One plan is to ram tha 
Petrel or to induce the Petrel to put 
an officer or two aboard some Amer- 
{can vessel, seize them and then 
capture the Petrel, and probably 
scuttle her. Just how the United 
States Government would treat such 
an exploit is the matter now under 
discussion and if it 1s thought to be 
feasible and within the pale of the 
law, the attempt may be made. It 
is said that hereafter the fishing 
boats will go in fleets, and if they 
are armed and fully manned, a com- 
‘bined attack may prove disastrous to 
the Petrel. Z

WOMEN’S INSTITUTES. 


Encouraging Letters Written to the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Three hundred meetings attended 
by farmers’ wives for the purpose of 
receiving and giving instruction in 
better methods of housekeeping ! Such 
a series of meetings has just been held 
in this Province under the auspices of 
the Ontario Department of Agvicul- 
ture. Sixteen ladies were engaged for 
this work, and the most excellent re- 
ports received by the department of 
the work done, quite justified the ex- 
penditure involved. 

The object’s of Women’s Institutes 
as stated in the rules and regulations 
ore: “The disemination of know- 
ledge relaling to domestic economy, 
including © household architecture, 
with special attention to home san- 
itation; a better understanding of 
the economic amd hygienic yalue of 
foods, wilh a view to raising the gen- 
eral standard of health and teers of 
our people.” 

We are pleased to see that (he far- 
mers' wives and daughters are taking 
readily to the work. As an evidence 
of this we quote from a letter Just, 
received from one nf the secretaries in‘ 
a norlhern district : 

“T have much pleasure in presenting. 
the annual report of the Institute. 1 
think we may faitly claim for our 
one-year-old Tnstitute a guecessifnl 
stant and a prosperous year. In June, 
1902, we organized with but a hand- 
ful of for the most part doubting, in- 
Indifferent members, and at the close 
of the year we hove a membership ef 
74, most of whom are actiye and zeal- 
ous, and all very much imteregted in 
this lates! and much-needed method 
of raising the standard of the lives of 
the women on the farm, 

“Tor a new departure our winter 
mectings were well attended, many, 
no doubt, attending through curiosity, 
lo find out what the new fad meant, 
but @ ‘am pleased to say that after 
nearly every meeting the sentiment 
expressed was one of venuine respect 
for the Tnstitute and those taking an 
active pant in the work, As might 
have been expected, mistakes were 
made by reason of ithe entire newness

Says the Crops are Grand and Settlers 
are Pouring !n—Something About 
the Grand Trnnk Pacific, 

Mr. John MeDomald, who has been 
in Manitoba and the Northwest for 
the past five weeks, returned Satur- 
day evening. (When 6een to-day by a 
Post representative Mr. McDonald 
soid that although he had visited the 
West on several cecasions, he had 
peyer gone oyer as much country ag 

he did this time. 

“One bas wo idea of the yagtness of 
that country,” remarked Mr. Me- 
Donald, “Tho woauntry can't beseen 
from the coach of a passenger train, 
but to get an idea a visit thas tobe 
made through the different districts, 
I visited Edmonton, Calgary, Medi- 
cine hat, Fernie, Frank, ‘Moosejaw, 
and other leading centres, and found 
them all to be {liriving towns. The 
Wost is the country for the young 
man, especially for the farmer, {J 
neyer saw such crops as there are 
around the Calgary district, and 
fields are also looking fine in the vi- 
einity of Medicine Hat, The Amerj- 
cans are going into that country fast, 
Train loads of (hem are arriving ey- 
ery day. On nearly every train there 
is always a good number of ranchers, 
(These men come principally from 
Montama. One rancher { met had 
500 cattle and another 300 sheep. {J 
saw) a man ac Medicine Hat who had 
brought from the States 15,000 horses 
and was selling them off on time, 
taking notes as security.” 

The people of Edmonton, remark- 
ed Mr. McDonald, are yery much dis- 
appointed that the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fe will not touch that point. The peo- 
ple of the West are jubliant over the 
building of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
but he, for one, failed to see how the 
line could pay the investors, ag it will 
traverse a country from Winnipeg to 
the Coast which pill prob-bly 
take many years to develop. Accord- 
ing to the Act of Parliament, the road 
is to run thirty miles marth of the 
Canadian Northern Railway, and thus 
if carried oat, the railway will tra= 
verse 4 swampy and bash country. It 
will be difficult to get farmers to 
clear up bush land when good prairie 
land is available, consequently the 
Toad will not pay on that account. 

Mr. McDonald visited Winnipeg and 
noticed that the city has grown con- 
siderably since hig last visit.

THD CASKODENS. 

'H Caskodens take great pride 
in our ancestry. Some per 
sons, I kwowy, hold all that to 
“ne be totally un-Solomonlike and 

the height of vanity, but they usually 
baye no ancestors of whom to be 
proud. The man who does not know 
who his great-grandfather was natu- 
sally enough would not care what he 
was. The Caskodens have pride of an- 
cestry because they know both who 
and what. 

We haye a right to be proud, for 
there is an unbroken male line from 
William the Conqueror down to the 
present time. In this lineal list are 
fourteen Dbardns—the title lapsed when 
Charles I. fell—twelve Knights of the 
Garter and forty-seven Knights of the 
Bath and other orders. A Caskoden 
Distinguished himself by gallant sery- 
ice under the great Norman and was 
given rich English lands and e fair 
Saxon bride, albeit an unwilling one, 
as his reward. With this fair, unwHl- 
ing Saxon bride and her Jong plait of 
yellow hair goes a yery pretty, pathetic 
story, which I may tell you at some fu- 
ture time if you take kindly to this, 
‘A Caskoden was seneschal to William 
Rufus and sat at the rich, half bar- 
baric banquets in the first great hall. 
Still another was one of the doughty 
barons who wrested from John the 
great charter, England's declaration of 
Independence; another was high in the 
councils of Henry V. I bave omitted 
one whom I should not fail to men- 
tion, Adjodika Caskoden, who was a 
Member of the dunce parliament of 
Henry IV., so called because there 
were no lawyers in it. 

It is true that in the time of Edward 
IV. a Caskoden did steop to trade, but 
jt was trade of the most dignified, hon- 
orable sort—he was a goldsmith, and 
his guild, as you know, were the bank- 
ers and international clearance house 
for people, kings and nobles. 

Now, it has been the custom of the 
Caskodens for centuries to keep a rec- 
ord of events as they have happened, 
both private and public. Some are In 
the form of diarles and journals, like 
those of Pepys and Byelyn; others {n 
Jetters, like the Pastons’; others, again, in 
verse and song, like Chaucer’s and the 
Water Poet's, and still others in the 
more pretentious form of memoir and 
chronicle, These records we always 
haye kept jealously within our family, 
thinking it vulgar, like the Pastons, to 
Submit our private affairs to public 
gaze. 

There can, however, be no reason why 


those parts treating solely of outside i 
matters should be so carefully guard- , 


ed, and I have determined to choose for 
publication such portions as do not di- 
Vulge family secrets or skeletons, and 
(which really redound to family honor. 

For this occasion I have selected 
from the memoir of my worthy ances- 
tor and namesake, Sir Edwin Caskoden, 
grandson of the goldsmith and master 
of the dance to Henry VIIL., the story 
of Charles Brandon and Mary Tudor, 
gister to the king. 

This story is so well known to the 
Btudent of English history that I fear 
its repetition will lack that zest which 
attends the development of an unfore- 
seen denouement, but it is of so great

‘ CHAPTER I. 

THE DUEL. 

'T sometimes happens, Sir Ed- 
win says, that when a woman 
will she won't, and when she 

Ss) won't she will, but usually in 
ie end the adage holds good. That 

sentence may not be luminous with 

meaning, but I will give you an {illus- 
tration. ‘ 

I think it was in the epring of 1509— 
at any rate, coon after the death of the 
Modern Solomon, as Queen Catherine 
called her old father-in-law, the late 
King Henry VII.—that bis august maj- 
esty Henry VIIL., “the yndubitate flow- 
er and very Heire of both the sayd Lin- 
ages,” came to the throne of England 
and tendered me'the honorable position 
of master of the dance at bis sumptu- 
gus court. 

As to “worldly goods,” as some of 
the new religionists call wealth, I was 
very comfortably off, having inherited 
from my father, one of the counselors 
of Henry YVII., 2 very competent for- 
tune indeed. How my worthy father 
contrived to saye from the greedy 
hand of that rich old miser so great a 
fortune I am sure I cannot tell. He 
was the only man of my knowledge 
who did it, for the old king bad a reach 
as Jeag as the kingdom, and, upon one 
pretext or another, appropriated to 
himself everything on which he could 
fey his hands. My father, however, 
was himself pretty shrewd in money 
matters, haying {nherlted along with 
his fortune a rare knack at keeping it. 
fils father was ao goldsmith in the time 
of King Bdward and enjoyed the mark- 
ed fayor of that puissant prince. 

Being thus {n a position of affluence, 
1 ed nothing for the fact that little 
or no emolument went with the office. 
the honor whieh delighted me. 

os, I was thereby an jnmate of 
the king's palace and brought into in- 

(imate relations with the court, and, 


above all, with the finest ladies of the 
land—the best company a man can 


keep, since it ennobles his mind with f 


better thoughts, purifies his heart with 
cleaner motives and makes him gentle 
Without detracting from his strength, 
It was an oflice any lord of the king- 
dom might baye been proud to hold. 

Now, some four or five years after 
my Induction into this honorable office 
thero came to court news of a terrible 
duel fought down in Suffolk, out of 
which only ono of the four combatants 
had come aliye—two, rather, but one of 
them In a condition worse than death. 
The first survivor was a son of Sir 
William Brandon, and the second was 
a man called Sir Adam Judson. The 
story went that young Brandon and 
his elder brother, both just home from 
tho continental wars, had met Judson 
at an Ipswich inn, where there had been 
considerable gambling among them. 
Judson had won from the brothers a 
large sum of money which they had 
brought home, for, notwithstanding 
their youth, the elder being but twen- 
ty-six and-the younger about twenty- 
four years of age, they had gained 
great honor and considerable profit in 
wars, especially the younger, whose 
name was Charles. 

Tt is a lttle hard to fight for money 
and then to lose It by a single spot up- 
on the die, but such is the fate of him 
who plays, and a philosopher will syal- 
low his ill Juck and take to fighting for 
more. The Brandons could haye done 
this easily enough, especially Charles, 
who was an offhand philosopher, rather 
fond of a good humored fight, had it not 
been that in the course of play one 
eyening the secret of Judson’s winning 
had been disclosed by a discovery that 
he cheated. The Brandons waited un- 
til they were sure, and then trouble 
began, which resulted in a duel on the 
second morning following. 

This Judson was a Scotch gentleman 
of whom very little was known except 
that be was counted the most deadly 
and most cruel duelist of the time. He 
was called the “Walking Death,” and 
it is said be took pride in the appella- 
tion. He boasted that he had fought 
eighty-seven duels, in which he had 
killed seventy-five men, and it was con- 


got the story of the duel afterward 
| from Brandon as I give it here. 

John was the elder brother and when 
the challenge came was entitled to fight 
first, a birthright out of which Charles 
tried in vain to talk him. The broth- 
erg told their father, Sir William Bran- 
don, and at the appointed time father 
and sons repaired to the place of meet- 
ing, where they found Judson and his 
two seconds ready for the fight 

Sir William was still a vigorous man, 
“with few. equals in sword play, and the 
_ sons, especially the younger, were bet- 

ter men and more skillful than their fa- 

ther had ever been, yet they felt that 
this: duel meant certain death, so great 
, Was Judson's fame for skill and’ cruel- 
ty. Notwithstanding they were so hand- 
_ teapped with this feeling of impending 

evil, they met their duty without a 
tremor, for the motto of their house 
was “Malo Mori Quam Fedrai.” 

It was a misty morning in March. 
Brandon has told me since that when 
, his elder brother took his stand it was 

at once manifest that he was Judson's 

superior both in strength and skill, but 
after a few strokes the brother’s blade 
bent double and broke off short at the 
hilt when it should haye gone home. 
Thereupon Judson, with a malignant 
smile of triumph, deliberately selected 
_ his ‘opponent's heart and pierced it with 
his sword, giving the blade a twist as 
he drew it out in order to cut and muti- 
late the more. 

Tn an Instant Sir Willlam’s doublet 
was off, and he was in his dead son's 
tracks, ready to avenge him or to die. 


“Fight, you bloodhound!” 


Again the thrust which should haye 
kUled broke the sword, and the father 
died as the son had died. 

After this came young Obarles, ex- 
pecting, but so great was his strong 


side his dead father and brother. He 
knew he was the superior of both in 
strength and skill, and his knowledge 
of men and the noble art told him they 
bad each been the superior of Judson, 
but the fellow's hand seemed to be the 
band of death. An opening came 
throngh Judson’s unskillful play which 
wave young Brandon an opportunity 
for a thrust to kill, but his blade, lke 
his father's and his brother's, bent 
double without penetrating. Unlike 
the others, however, it did not break, 
and the thrust revealed the fact that 
Judson’s skill as a duelist Jay in a shirt 
of wall yhich it was useless to try 
to pierce. Aware of this, Brandon 
knew that yletory wus his and that 
soon he would have avenged the mur- 
ders that had gone before, He saw 
that his adversary was strong neither 
in wind nor arm and had not the sikill

You are almost 
gone, You would spare me, would you? 
I could preach a sermon or dance a 
hornpipe while I am killing you. I 
will not break my sword against your 
cont of mail, but will wait until you 
fall from weakness, and then= Vight, 
you bloodhound!” 

Judson was pale from exhaustion, 
and his breath was coming in gasps 28 
he tried to keep the merciless sword 
from his throat. At last, by a dexterous 
twist of his blade, Brandon sent Jud- 
son’s sword flying thirty feet away. 
The fellow started to run, but turned 
and fell upon bis knees to beg for life. 
Brandon's reply was a flashing circle 
of stee), and his sword point cut length- 
wise through Judson’s eyos and the 
bridge of his nose, leaving him sightless 
and hideous for life—a revenge com- 
pared to which death would have been 
merciful. 

The duel created a sensation through- 
out the kingdom, for, although little 
was known as to who Judson was, his 
fame as a duclist was as broad as the 


land. He had been nt court upon sev- | 


eral occasions, and at one time, upon 
the king's birthday, had fought !n the 
royal lists. So the matter eame in for 
jts share of consideration by king and 
courtiers, and young Brandon became 
a person of interest. He became still 
more so when some gentlemen who bad 


seryed with him in the continental wars } 


told the court of his daring and bray- 
ery and related stories of deeds at arms 
worthy of the best knight In Christen- 
dom. 

He had an uncle at the court, Sir 
Thomas Brandon, the king's master of 
horse, who thought it a good opportun!- 
ty to put his nephew forward and let 
him take his chance at winning royal 
fayor. The uncle broached the subject 


to the king, with favorable issue, and |

ury. ‘Chis, you may be sure, did me no 
harm, for, although! the king sometimes 
delighted to give, he always hated to 
pay. ‘here were other good reasons, 
too, why I should be a favorite with 
the king. 

My appointment as master of the 
dance, I am sure, was owing entirely 
to my manner. My brother, the baron, 
who stood high with the king, was not 
friendly toward me because my father 
had seen fit to bequeath me so good a 
rompetency in place of giving it all to 
‘he firstborn and leaving me dependent 
upon the tender mercies of an elder 
brother. So I had no help from him 
nor from apy one else. I was quite 
jmall of stature and therefore unable 
to compete with lance and mace with 
bulkier men, but I would bet with any 
man, of any size, on any game, at any 
place and time, in any amount, and, if 
I do say it, who perhaps should not, I 
basked in the light of many a fair 
smile which larger men had sighed for 
{n vain. 

I did not know when Brandon first 
zame to London. We had all remained 
at Greenwich while the king went up 
to Westminster to waste his time with 
matters of state and quarrel with the 
parliament, then sitting, over the 
amount of certain subsidies. 

Mary, the king's sister, then some 
eighteen or nineteen years of age, a 
perfect bud, just blossoming {nto a’ per- 
fect flower, had gone over to Windsor 
on a yisit to her elder sister, Margaret 
of Scotland, and the palace was dull 
enough. Brandon, jt seems, had been 
presented to Henry during this time at 
Westminster and had, to sone extent 
ut least, become a favorite before I 
inethim, The first time I saw him was 
ut a Joust given by the king at West- 
minster in celebration of the fact that 
he had coaxed a good round subsidy 
out of parliament. 

The queen and her ladies had been In- 
Vited over, and it was known that Ma- 
vy would be down ftom Windsor and 
come home with the king ond the court 
to Greenwich when we should return.

A Scarcity of Cheese Boxes and Gom- 
plaints about Green Wood. 

The regular meeting of Peterboro 
Cheese Board ws held Wednesday 
morning. The buyers present were 
Messts.

the heyday of lumbering in this and 
adjoining Ogunties. 

The rapid growth of population, and 
the increased demand for lumber and 
all kinds of wood gtock, combined 
with better facilities for manufactur- 
ing, has im late years accelerated to 
an enotmous degree the inroads upon 
the timber reserves in North Victoria, 
and vast though they wete the end 
is near so fac as pine and hemlock are 
concemed. Many of the limits have 
been cut oyer twice and eyen thrice, 
and to-day the omly fringe of good 
pine timber tributary to these waters 
is scattered along the height af land 
—beyond wihbich the waters flow from 
us. On the other side of the ridge 
lumbermen have also been operating 
for years, and mola few limits haye 
been denuded of the best timber. 

A couple of weeks ago we noted the 
arrival of a huge drive af 70,000 logs 
of all kinds from the M. M. Boyd ©o., 
limits in Glamorgan township, in the 
north-oastemm section of Haliburton 
County. That drive represented the 
thorough cleaning up of ithe limits, 
a work which has been in progress for 
a number of years. It may be tthat a 
demand for some kind of timber not 
now, wanled may induce the firm to 
give contracts to a few jobberg ai 
yome future date, or put ina camp of 
their own men for a winter season, 
but practically the firm are out cf 
business and the north country, where 
they have expended hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for men and 
supplies, will know, them oo more. 
Theit superintendent (goes to the 
Turner Co,, cpernting in Sudbury dis- 
trict, and when the millat Little Bob 


finishes the cut of 70,000 logs it will 
probably be dismantled and ithe 
yaluable watler-power sold to the 


highes{ bidder — perhaps some enter- 
prising furniture manufacturer. The 
millmen, many of whom have been in 
the employ of the firm for a long 
(erm of years, will be offered employ- 
ment im British Columbia, where the 
firm have a large mill and extensive 
limits on Vameouver Island. 

This decision cn the parl of the 
Boyd Co., may properly be regarded 
as the beginming of the end. [nu very 
few years lumbering in the north 
country will have ceased, The lim- 
its will be turmped into rungeg for cat- 
tle, and the mills of Lindsay and TPen- 
elon Falls will mo longer give employ- 
ment to bundreds of hands.

All water of 0 suspivious char- 
goter should be boiled before being 
used by the family, Absolute pergon- 
al oleanlimess should be strictly ob- 
served. The dwelling house ind sur- 
Toundings should be kept in good 
Sanitary condition. By observing 
these rules and others, which will 
Suggest (themSelyes to intelligent 
house-keepers, much sickness dnd 
many deaths may be avoided.”

The Congress will adjourn Friday 
at noon. The completion of Canad- 
jan confederation by securing New- 
foundland was the absorbing topic of 
the afternoon and provoked much 
enthusiasm. A resolution in this 
direction, introduced by Col. Ponton 
of the Belleville Board of Trade, 
was carried unanimously: 

A resolution to improve the copy- 
right law was unanimously carried. 

The live stock interests of Canada 
also secured the passage of the resol- 
ution offered by the St. John Board 
of Trade relative to restrictions up- 
on Canadian cattle in Britain. 

Aresolution favoring the adoption 
of the decimal system of currency 
throughout the Empire; another free- 
ing commercial travelers from li- 
censes; one that the colonies and de- 
‘pendencies could, if properly develop- 
ed, provide the food of the Empire, 
and another to simplify naturaliza- 
tion were passed, and the Congress 
adjourned at 5 o'clock till this morn- 
ing.

tween New Zealand, Australia, In- 
dia and South Africa and the West 
Indies, Newfoundland, Canada and 
the mother country; that {t would 
provide a double means of communi- 
cation at low uniform rates between 
the mother country or any one Brit- 
ish State and all self-governing Bri- 
tish States; that it would constitute 
the most effective means by which 
the several Goyernmental units of 
the Empire may hold communion 
with each other whenever they de- 
sire, and that, while it would be of 
the highest importance to the com- 
mercial and social interests of tho 
British people around the world, it 
would by the subtle force of the 
electricity at once promote the con- 
solidation of the Empire and prove 
an indispenable, factor in Imperial 
unity.’”

mo; the Wellington Colliery Com- 
pany, Ladysmith and Union, respec- 
tively, were due to another foreign 
organization, the Western Federation 
of Miners, with headquarters at 
Denver. 

Sold Himself to C.P.I. 

With respeot to the O.P.R. striko it 
Was established that the chief organ- 
izer in Canada of the United. Broth- 
erhood, while acting in this capa- 
city, had sold his services, along 
with confidential letters received from 
the president of the order, to the 
railway company, and acted as one 
of their secret service officials, while 
he still continued to be chief execu- 
tive officer of the order for the Do- 
minion. George Estes, president of 


“the order, exercised an al) but com- 


plete control over the movements of 


the striking forces and directed the 
entire strike. $ 
Brought Abeut by Intrigue. 
The report deteils at length at- 


tempts to tie up the steamship ser- 
vice of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
on the Pacific and Kootenay Lakes, 
to bring about a stoppage in the 
supply of coal and to effect a gigan- 
tic boycott in connection with the 
Products of all concerns which even 
Temoteély might be brought into busi- 
ness connection with the C.P.R. The 
commissioners express tho opinion 
that the strike of the coal minors at 
Ladysmith, which commenced on 
March 12, and affected about 800 
employes, Was brought about 
fret an intrigue whereby 
the Western Federation of Miners, 
in an effort to assist the Unit- 
ed Brotherhood of Railway Bm- 
ployes, strikers on the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, sought to tie up the 
Dunsmuir mining Properties, on Van- 
which were at the 
time supplying the Canadian Pacific 
Railway with coal, 
the report says: ‘The trouble at 
Ladysmith would never have taken 
Place but for the strike of the Unit- 
ed Brotherhood of Vancouver. It 
originated in the intrigues of a few 
men who, in part consciously, in 
Part unwittingly, allowed themselves 
to be used as instruments to serve 
the desires and ende of a handful of 
dictators residing in the United 
States, and who are not in any way 
amenable to the laws of the country 
or responsible to those of {ts inhab- 
itants whom they succeed in enliet- 
ing in the forces with which they 
hold sway.’” 
Unsatisfactory Arbitration, 

The report draws attontion to the 
arbitrary and inconsiderate dealing 
On the part of the Management of 
the Wellington Collfery Company 
With its employes and of the manner 
in which they were required to give 
up residence at the mines at Exten- 
sion and reside at the Town of La- 
dysmith, Commenting on this, the 
commissioners say: “‘It is just such 
arbitrary and inconsiderate dealing 
tbat antagonizes employes to their 
employers, and {s at once a provoca- 
tion and justification for the forma- 
tion of unions,’ 

‘There| was an absence of any gener- 
al desire among the miners at Lady- 
Smith for organization or of dissat- 
isfaction with the Wages or condi- 
tions of their employment, 

Guilty ef Deception. 

In the case of the strike at Union 
the officials of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners were proved to have 
been guilty of deception in doaling 
With the officers of local unions, who 
still should have possessed thoir ut- 
most confidence, The . federation 
Were prepared to organize the Jap- 
aneco and Chinese laborers in the Do- 
uijnion to effect their Purposes;- and 
their chief representative jn Canada 
did not respect hia oath as it should 
have been respected in giving eyi- 
denco before the Commissioners, us 
in the case of Ladysmith, the strike 


at Union was not due to ony xr 
feoung oF aissauiviacttow among the 


mafnera in regard to tho conditions of 
their employment, but to a carefully 
contriyed and skilfully executed {n- 
trigue on the part of persons acting 
ap part of, or in connection with tho 
executive of tho Western Federation 
of Miners at Denver.

madian Pacific Hallway into the 
United Brotherhood and all coal min- 
era into the Western Federation, 
doubtless with a view to being ablo 
to stop all transportation and all 
mining whenever it might appear ex- 
pedient in the advancement of the 
common end, The commisefoners say 
that all legitimate trade unionism 
ought to be encouraged and protect- 
ed, but organizations such as these 
referred to should be prohibited and 
declared illegal, and there ought to 
be a atrict enforcement of the law 
relating to the administration of 
voluntary oath. Tho commissioners 
suggested that provision be made for 
the incorporation of trade unions 
with a model constitution. 
Government Interference. 


The establishment of boards of con- 
cilfation and the compulsory investi- 
gation of disputes are recommended, 
While the weight of opinion, as ex- 
pressed before the commission, was 
opposed to compulsory arbitration, 
the commissionera advise that in case 
of disputes affecting tho public inter- 
eat which are not settled within a 
eertain period the Government should 
have power to rofer the matter to 
@ court, whose award shall be bind- 
jog for a period not exceeding ono 
year. As to forcign interference, tho 
commissioners think it necessary for 
Parliament to interfere in the direc- 
tion of making [t an offence for any 
person not a British subjeet who has 
not been a resident in the Province 
for at least one year to procure or 
ineite any employe in Canada to quit 
employment without the consent or 
the employer or for any person in 
Canada to communicate in any way 
the contents of any order or request 
by Persons individually resident with- 
out Oanada having in view tho 
bringing about of a strike in thio 
country. 

The report concludes with a_ re- 
commendation in favor of strength- 
ening the laws of labor, which should 
be done gradually and with due re- 
gard to the conditions of the par- 
ticular industry in other countries. 


TWO SPEECHES. 


Brilliant Frenchman and Veteran Lum- 
berman Unqualifiedly Endorse Grand 
Trunk Pacific Resolution. 


Ottawa, Aug. 22.—The debate on 
the transcontinental railway resolu- 
tion yesterday, the last working day 
of the week, was enlivened by sever-~ 
al speeches of more than average in- 
terest. The first speaker was Mr. 
Charles Marcil, the oloquent repre- 
sentative of Bonaventure, who, 
speaking for his French-Canadian 
compatriots from a portion of the 
Province of Quebec which does not 
enjoy the advantages of a railway 
service, declared that he would be 
ashamed to go back to his constit- 
uents if he did not support a propos- 
ition so evidently intended to devel- 
op the trade, commerce and settle 
ment of the Dominion. The other 
feature of the debate yesterday was 
unqualified endorsement of the Goy- 
ernment’s resolution by Mr: Thos. 
Mackio, the voteran lumberman from 
Renfrew, who spoke from personal 
observation, having traversed the 
country through which the proposed 
road will run for 800 miles in On- 
tario and Quebec. Ha said there 
were in that territory many million 
foet of white pinc, which could ney- 
er be got out until railway faollities 
were provided. Thore wore also vast 
tracta of rich and fertile land suit- 
able for settlement. 

The Toronto & Hamilton Railway 
bill was given its third reading, af- 
ter Sir William Mulock, Mr. D. F. 
Clarke, Mr. R. L. Borden and others 
had delivered addrosses strongly con- 
demning the practice of companies 
seoking from tho Dominion Parlia- 
mont measures which wore really 
within the jurisdiction of Provincial 
Legislatures, 

Peaching Must Step. 


A supplementary report hes been 
recelved from Capt. Dunn of the fish- 
ery cutter Petrel in regard to the at- 
tempt to seize the United States tug 
SAlver Spray on Lake Erie. Capt. 
Dunn states that ho fired thirteen 
shots from a rifle at the Silvor 
Spray. He did not uso the seven- 
Pounder gun with which his ship is 
armed. Hon. Mr. Prefontaine states 
that ho is dotermined to put down 
the operations by the American 
poachers in Canadian watera. 


War Wagle Mine on Fire. 


Rossland, B. ©., Aug. 21,—War 
Eagle mine {8 on fire at the 1,000- 
foot lovel station, The timbers wero 
ignited presumably by a candle left 
burning, It is expected to extinguish 
the fire with steam Yapor, now being 
introduced in large quantities, A por- 
tion of the upper lovel {a not inter- 
fered with, and the company will not 
Joso heavily.

REVOLUTION SPREADING, 


Alarming Macedonian Nows of am Qut- 


bronk Covering a Considerable Area— 


Tnsurgents Burn Vasiliko. 


Sofia, Aug. 22.—All the despatches 
received here yesterday indicate that 
the revolution in flacedonia ig 
spreading. ‘Die most wlurming news 
relates to an otitbreak covering a 
considerable area in the eastern part 
of the Adrianople Vilayet, where the 
insurgents have captured the town of 
Vasiliko, They took the chief Turk 
ish officials prisoners, and brought 
them to the Bulgarian frontier, 
Where they liberated thom, The 
Turkish officials, fearing to return to 
Vasiliko, sought refuge of the Bul- 
garian authorities who sent them to 
an hotel in Burgas, Where they are 
at liberty to remain or depart. 

Borvod Vasilikound 12 Villages, 

The insurgents completely burned 
Vasiliko and also 12 villages in tho 
noighborhood. he Bulgarian offi- 
clals arrested the insugents who 
brought tho Turkish officials at Vas- 
ilike to the Bulgarian frontier. 

Severe fighting is reported to be 
proceeding near Gehgele, with heavy 
losses on both sides, The Sofia 
Dnevjnjk declares that all the Turk- 
ish vilayets jn Macedonia will be jn 
full revolt Aug. 28, and that the re- 
volution is spreading from Salonica 
into the districts towards Serves. 
Several new bands have appeared in 
the districts of Voden, southeast 
irom Monastir, A general panic pre- 
vails in the Vilayet of Uskub. 

Await Marching Orders, 


The Turkish authorities have mob- 
{lized their whole forces in Macedon- 
ta) g 18,000 men. A large 
body of Asiatic troops is ready to 
move, Twenty-four regiments are 
only awaiting marching orders.

INCIDENT EXAGGERATED. 


The Petrol's Log Concerning the Silver 
Spray Affair. 


Ottawa, Aug. 20.—The firing on 
the Erie tug Silver Spray for poach- 
ing in Qanadian watera on Lake 
Erie turms out to have been a great- 
ly exaggerated incident. Captain 
Dunn's log has been received by the 
Minister of Marine, and in it tha 
matter is treated as an ordinary oc- 
currence of no great importance, The 
Petrel sighted the Silver Spray and 
gave chase. The Silver Spray turn- 
ed and made straight for the Gov- 
ernment cutter. When the former 
was almost -up, the latter signalled 
for hor to stop, but the tug rushed 
by at full speed. Captain Dunn fir- 
ed a rifle across the Silver Spray’s', 
bow, but it failed to bring her to. 
‘Thereupon, to quote from the log it- 
self:—‘ then fired direct at her with 
Several rifles, but the tug kept on, 
and as she was as fast as the Petrel, 
,there was nothing to do but lay to 
“until she was out of sight, when we 
put im for Port Stanley,’’ 

This exhausts tho details in the 
log. The department have asked for 
more information, and Captain Dunn 
will make an extended report. 


DESTROYED A TOWN. 


Mow the Bultan of Sokote Was Defeated 
With Gront Less. 

London, Aug. 21.—Despatches re- 
ceived at the Colonial Office yestor- 
day from Siugura, Northern Nigeria, 
dated Aug. 17, give details of the 
destruction of the town of Burmi by 
a British force of thirty whites and 
five hundred natives, rank and file. 
The enemy's loss was 700 killed in- } 
cluding the former Sultan of Sokoto 
and a majority of the chiefs. ‘The 
British loss was 11 men killed, in- 
cluding one officer, and 62 men 
wounded.

Ottawa, Aug. ieee "pull, 1DUrO= 
duced by Sir William Mulock in the 


House yesterday, provides that the 
' Deputy Ministers’ solaries are in- 
‘creased to $38,500 with annual in- 


creases on @ recommendation of tha 
Minister to $4,000, and an extra 
$1,000 may be paid to the Deputy 
Minister of Justice, Deputy Minister 
of Finance end Deputy Afinister of 
Railways and Canals, if these gentle- 
men are possessed of special qualifi- 
cations mentioned in the bill. 

A new class of clerkships will be 
created, known as grade ‘‘A.”’ ‘The 
minimum salary for these will be 
$2,400, with annual increases to $2,- 
600, 

The minimum salary for junior and 
first-class clerka is made $700, and 
the maximum salary $1,000, put 
such clerks may be paid $60 each for 
optional subjects, not to make thoir 
salaries on appointment more than 
$800. Junior second-class clerks now 
in the Government employ may be 
paid $700 o year, if they are not re- 
celving that amount already. 

No person shall be appointed a 
third-class clerk without passing the 
qualifying civil service examinations, 
The minimum salary shall be $400 in 
this grado, and maximum $700. Fif- 
ty dollars each may be paid for op- 
tional subjects, not to increase the 
salary on appointment beyond $500. 

Temporary writers who have been 
10 years in the service may be ap- 
pointed third-clase clerks. 

Tho G.T.P. Dobate. 

Mr. Hugh Guthrie resumed the de- 
bate on tho transcontinental railway, 
question. He supported the Govern- 
ment scheme on national as opposed 
to sectional grounds, and criticising 
Mr. Borden’s speech said the policy 
it enunciated was ‘‘a piece of patch- 


work,’’ 


Mr, A. W. Puttee said the Govern- 
ment’s scheme and contract with the 
Grand Trunk had touched no popular 
chord, and he moved an amendment 
to the Government's plan setting 
forth the desirability of railways be- 
ing owned and operated by the Goy- 
ernment. His amendment also de- 
clared that the time is now oppor- 
tune for Government construction 
and operation of railways, under a 
properly safe-guarded civ{l service, 
placed beyond the influence of party 
politica, 

Mr, A. EB. Kemp attacked Mr. 
Oharlten and other defenders of the 
Government's scheme, and urged the 
e@bandonment of the enStern section 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific. 

Mr. Hughes of Prince Edward Is- 
land discussed the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific scheme in {ts effects in the Mar- 
itime Province. Ths cost to the peo- 
ple of Canada, he said, would not 
amount to 20 cents a head. 

Mr, Bennett (ast Simcoe) declared 
that the eastern scction of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific scheme was essentially 
@ political railway. He said of the 
western gection that the system pur- 
sued by the Western States should be 
pursued by Canada, that is, a mixed 
system of rail and water. An all- 
rail route was out of the question. 

Agalm a Diverce Court. 

The bill for the relief of Ellen Mo- 
Dermid was read a third time in the 
House last night. Mr. Charlton again 
advocated the establishment of a di- 
vorce court. 


THREW UP THE SPONGE. 


The Fight Over the T. & H. Railway Bill 
Has Boon Finished by am Agreement 


Safeguarding the Muniolpalities. 


Ottawa, Aug. 20.—The promoters 
ef tho Toronto aid Hamilton Rail 
way Bill threw up the sponge yes- 
terday morning, and all that the 
Railway Committee had to do was 
te ratify an agreement reached be- 
tween the promoters and, the muni- 
cipal representatives, All the muni- 
cipal rights jeopardized by the pill 
as first drawn have been sofe-guard- 
ed, and the Government has declared 
that such measures should not be 
dealt with by the Dominion Parlla- 
ment. . 

H. H. Dewart told the committee 
that an agreement had been reached. 
The Company had agreed to amond- 
ments providing that only the trunk 
line between tho cities of Toronto 
and Hamilton should be declared ‘‘a 
work for the general advantage of 
Canada.’’ Secondly, ne part of the 
proposed line is to be constructed on 
any street or highway or public com- 
munication without the consent of 
the municipality expressed by by- 
law. ‘Thirdly, none of the provin- 
cial rallways to be acquired by the 
Toronto and Hamilton Railway are 
to be declared ns works for the gen- 
eral advantage of Canada. 

‘The position of tho Government 
with regard to tho bill, as given by 
Hon. W. S. Wielding, acting Minister 
of Railways, was this: 

“It may lay down some rules that 
may emburrass us in the future. My 
one view is that it is not an enter 
prise for the general advantage of 
Canada and required nothing more 
than could be given it by the pro- 
vince. We haye been erring in the 
past in declaring too many roads 
for the general advantage of Canada 
when they were not so, I know this 
bill is going through, but I do not 
want to bo told horeaftor that it is 
@ precedent and hereafter we must 
have conclusive evidence that a ra{l- 
way is for the advantage of Canada 
before declaring jt as such and that 
it wants something that {t cannot) 
get from the province,’

A SINGLE TAX ARGUMENT. _ 


Why an Increase in National Wealth 
Means a Growth of Poverty, 
We make the following excerpt 
from! a report of a single tax lecture 
yecently delivered in Orillia by Mr, 
W. A. Douglass, B.A., af Toronto: 
In the making of weallh man haa 
eurpassed every other age, in the dis- 
tribution of wealth the conditions in 
some Tespects were worse than say- 
agery. ‘\Why,” asked the speaker, 
‘doo’ every city shohyj the same de- 
velopment, an excess of wealth at one 
end and the degradation and hardship 
of poverty at the other end?" To un- 
swer this query, he pointed out “two 
movements, opposite in their source 
and also opposite in their direction. 
In the growth of any city, as more 
people assemble, labor increases the 
number of houses, stores, goods, fur- 
niture, machinery and other com- 
modities. This is an increase of 
Wealth. But as population increases 
land must mecessarily diminish in 
area. To euch person there’ must be 
less area of land. The first settlers 
in New York found a hundred acres 
available for each, but today jn 
Eome parts of that city there are a 
thousand people etowded on to each 
acre, 
Individual labor produces houses 
and other commodities. Community 
growlh gives value tothe land. Here 
Uhe movements are distinct and Oppo- 
site, just us multiplication) differs 
from division. Labor multiplies goods, 
populajion divides land. ; The value 
of the house is due to the energy of 
the individual; the value of the land 
is due to the presence of the com- 
‘munity. As these two values haye 
dis{inct sources, therefore they must 
have different owmership. When a 
man builds a house, or raises 0 


crop 
he thereby establishes a right of 
ownersbip. He cam gay, “this is mine 


to consume, exchamge, or bestow.” By 
the same principle, the community 
has a Tight to sy.” wecaused the 
yalue of the land, therefore this value 
is ours to be used for public purposes, 
from this value we have the right ta 
draw our taxation.’ To show the dis- 
asteroug effects of allowing jmdiyid- 
uals to claim Jand value as their own 
“property,” the speaker told of a ped- 
lar who bought two hundred acres of 
land im Ohicago for a hundred dollars, 
In ten years he sold one hundred 
Yiores for one humdred thousand dol- 
lars. His heirs now hold the other 
hundred acres, each acre of which js 
fworth a million dollars, Thus this 
family enjoys all the benefits of civil- 
ization im the wildest exeess, not be- 
cnuse they produce wealth, but be- 
cause they have the power to impover- 
ish industvy. With every addition ta 
the populwtion this family has the 
power ta demand from imdugtry a 
heavier lribute, thus dooming the 
oiling masses lo hopeless and endless 
poverty, i
